ſumed ther Charitv; and fo made themſelves 2: 
the Nation uncatie, not withitanding thele great te:11- 
poral and ſpiritual Advantages ; and tis has" ma; 
them ſo miſt uſttul, fearful, and ccnfortous of other 
Chriſtians, who (as they thought) were very irre{1- 
T10UsS, only upon account 0! t their be! NZ MITE lum: 
ble and complying with thc 1nnocent and Jawly! 
Commands of their Superiours. I ſay, the f{uriou: 
raging of this il|-tempercd Zeal has ca uſed many Par 
ties and Diviſions amongſt Chriſtians, to the great 
diſptragement both ol the Religious and Religion it 
telf, whilſt in this great Outcry of Godlineſs, Rcli- 
gion, the pure Worſhip of the Supreme Majeſt\ of 
Heaven, was quite extingu:ſh'd, and nothing lit of 
it but the Name, which both Hypocrite and Fnthu- 
fialt made uſe of to carry on their Worldly Intereſt. 
and fo the blackeſt Deſigns were manag d under tlc 
ſpecious Title of Religion, ro the great Prophanz- 
tion of that moſt facred Name, and the omnipotent 
Being invok d by it. 

This made the Nation miſerable, by putting thc 
People upon ways of ſecuring themſelves from the! 
own Fears of lofing the free Exerciſe of their Religion, 
contrary to the Practice of the Primitive Chriſtians, 
who had more Faith and Confidence in God, than 
to be fright'ned into the Opinion of loſing the tree 
Profeſſion of their Faith, by a threat ning Cloud of 
Perſecution at a diſtance ; which probably might

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not have happen'd, had not their own wicked bears, 
and a general Miſtrult of God's Providence, provok'd

our Addreſſes to the Deity, that may effect in us an 
uniform, as well as an Univerſal Obedience; ſo 
then enjoying a long and happy Peace, both Tem- 
poral in our Bodies, and Spiritual in our Minds and 
Conſciences, that whenever our Heavenly Maſter 
ſhall think fit to call us out of this World, we may 
be capable of poſleſling thoſe Eternal Manſions of 
Peace and Joy, prepared for all true Peace- makers ; 
whoſe Right of Inheritance they are, where 
with the Royal Author of Furope's Peace, we ſhall 
live and reign for ever, which God of his Infinite 
Mercy grant both to King and People, that after 
this mortal Life we may all enjoy thoſe Bleſſings, 
that are at Gods Right Hand, where there is Ful- 
neſs of Joy and Pleafurcs tor evermore.
